PLANTING  DIRECTIONS 

Dig  the  soil  deeply,  working  in  Dolomite  Limestone  at  the  rate  of  21/2 
pounds  per  one  hundred  square  feet.  Level  the  bed  and  then  dig  holes  for 
the  bulbs.  Place  a  generous  portion  of  sand  in  the  bottom  of  each  hole, 
and  then  bed  the  bulbs  in  the  sand  and  cover  with  soil. 

In  southern  California  and  other' hot  dry  climates,  plant  Tulips  only  in  the 
shade  or  semi-shade,  as  the  bulbs  do  not  grow  well  after  having  been 
heated. 

The  bulbs  may  be  left  in  the  soil  for  several  seasons.  Bone  Meal  is  a 
very  good  fertilizer. 

DUTCH  IRIS 

Beautiful  Iris  blooms  from  bulbs  in  the  early  spring.  We  offer  a  mixture 
of  the  better  varieties  which  will  give  you  a  rotation  of  bloom.

PLANTING  DIRECTIONS 

Plant  three  inches  deep  in  well  drained  soil.  Water  frequently. 

SPANISH  IRIS

the  Dutch  Iris  so  as  to  make  a  longer  period  of  bloom.

Plant  Hyacinths  six  inches  deep  in  rich  soil  with  very  good 
drainage.  When  planted  out  of  doors  it  is  not  necessary  to  dig 
them  up  each  season,  but  is  suggested  that  they  be  dug  up 
about  each  six  years  to  separate  bulb  clumps.

RANUNCULUS  and 
ANEMONE 

CULTURAL  INSTRUCTIONS 
Soil — -Sandy  loam  with  plenty  of  drain¬ 
age. 

Fertilizer — -Well  rotted  manure  in  soil 
prior  to  planting  —  manure  tea  or  dilute  . 
solutions  of  commercials  at  about  two 
week  intervals  during  the  growing  season.  ^ 
Planting — Soak  bulbs  three  hours  in  cool 
Abater  and  then  plant  with  prongs  down, 

2  inches  deep  and  4  inches  apart. 

Watering  —  Water  frequently  and  thor¬ 
oughly  so  that  bulbs  never  suffer  for  want 
of  water.  The  good  drainage  required  will 
prevent  their  rotting. 

Blooms  —  Cutting  blooms  will  increase 
your  yield,  and  does  not  injure  the  bulb. 

A  slight  shade  during  the  blooming  season 
will  increase  the  size  of  the  flowers. 

Saving  Bulbs  —  When  the  leaves  turn 
yellow  and  start  to  become  dry,  dig  your 
bulbs  and  dry  them  out  in  a  cool  dry 
place.  Use  your  bulbs  for  two  years

In  colder  climates, 
plant  after  the  spring  thaw,  or  in  your  conservatory  so 
that  they  may  be  transplanted  as  soon  as  the  ground 
^  thaws.  Where  the  springs  are  cool  the  bulbs  may  be 
planted  as  late  as  the  first  of  June.
